•‘On 
many occasions I have said 
that, with equal couditloas, ateel could 
be m ade as cheaply In the United 
States as in any other country", said 
Mr. Schwab. "This has been construed 
into a statem ent that steel is made as 
cheaply bere aa elsewhere 
T hat I 
have not said, and I do not say. 
"W ith the sam e 
condition*, espe­ 
cially wtih labor as cheap, we ask no 
protection, 
but 
the 
labor 
account 
weighs heavily against us. Only IOO 
m iles from New York it cotta aa much 
to put our steel there aa it does to 
bring it from Holland. I consider the 
present tariff rate* ne**#ssary to the 
prosperity of the steel business. Most 
emphaticaJly, I am opposed to any re­ 
duction.” 
Mr. Schwab went on to say that 
without protection he would waut no 
Anam tai Interest in the steel business 
and he would regard as wasted tbe 
135.000.000 which recently had ' been 
invested in hts business. 
He gave the net earnings of his 
company In the last six years as $9U,- 
871.000. 
After all my work and the Invest 
ment of 
my fortune. I have 
never 
taken a penny out of the Industry sn I 
have never paid a dividend, and lf the 
proposed tariff is to be the law, I re 
peat that I shall cash in.” said Mr. 
Schwab In closing his general stat#

profit to feel Justified in taking money 
out of the Industry .’* 
“W hat I* your salary*” asked Sen*
